Checking Food 
Values the Daily Diet published the Agricultural 
Extension Service California, was used for the die 
tary evaluation. considerable amount interest was 
developed through this activity which helped make 
nutrition very personal matter since many 
the class could see that less than recommended 
amounts nutrients were used their own food 
tices. This evaluation seemed good preface for 
the work fundamentals nutrition, judging from 
the amount interest sources and functions the 
nutrients. The benefits optimal nutrition and the 
possible results malnutrition were also consider- 
able interest the group, 

The sequence the presentations led quite logically 
discussion available nutrition materials and 
activities for use the classroom. 

bibliography books nutrition, leaflets, free 
periodical publications including nutrition educatia 
material from commercial companies, was provided 
each member the class. 


Classroom Projects 
Many kinds classroom projects and their use were 
discussed with the group. Many suggestions for teach- 
ing nutrition were immediately put into practice. 
Eighteen rat feeding projects were carried 
various elementary schools. Children gave excellent 
explanations and demonstrations what they had 


learned from these activities. For example, one 4th 


grade classroom, the children showed how one could 
feel the muscle the rat handling and 
squeezing it. The children explained that when the

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were squeezed the poorly fed one ‘‘stretched out 
while the well fed one did not. When interrogated 
the reasons for the difference firmness muscles, 
one little boy explained, mainly the difference 
the amounts protein foods, such meat, milk, eggs 
and beans, eaten the two 

Foods that make good breakfasts were discussed 
these discussions there were many 
reports improvement kinds and amounts food 
eaten the children and parents and other mem- 
bers the family. Teachers reported improvement 
classroom behavior evidenced greater alertness, 
less irritability and less drowsiness. 

Improvement brought from home re- 
sulted from class discussions the noon meal. Many 
children exhibited with great pride such items 
cheese sandwiches made with whole grain bread, raw 
sticks, bottle milk and other nourishing 
foods. 

Grocery store projects were also used help moti- 
vate children toward better food practices. 

the day the last class refreshments were 
served the committee charge arrangements. 
The food was entirely line with the nutrition teach- 
ing the class, give prestige nourishing foods 
serving them for special occasions. The menu consisted 
tomato juice, whole grain wafers, whole wheat bread 
and pumpernickel sandwiches, cottage cheese garnished 
with parsley, peanut butter, grated carrots, cheddar 
cheese, green pepper rings, celery strips, and orange 
wedges. 

subsequent events showed, this menu did give 
prestige nourishing foods and there was 
over’’ not only teachers but parents and children. 
Subsequently the same kinds foods were served 
school parties which parents were invited. The chil- 
dren were delighted and several P.-T.A. organization 
and clubs which teachers belonged adopted this kind 
menu for refreshments their meetings. 

There are tentative plans for follow work for 
the nutrition consultant small group meetings and 
individual conferences.

The history cholera, which has been traced 
ancient times, closely related the development 
public health and the origin Beings 
disease which mainly transmitted means 
and food, also one the first decline wha 
modern procedures sanitary engineering and com- 
munity sanitation are applied. 

The present epidemic Egypt typical, 
tive, example this fact. the period from Sep 
tember 3d-October 24th, already 11,495 cases 
with 5,213 deaths had been officially reported from 
that country. great many other cases are undoubt 
edly going undiagnosed and unreported.

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California Prenatal Blood Test 
Law Evaluated 


California’s prenatal law, which requires that all 
expectant mothers receive blood tests, has now been 
effect for slightly more than eight years. Since the pri- 
mary purpose prenatal laws the protection 
unborn children from syphilis, legitimate question 
asked this time What effect has this law had 
the congenital syphilis rate among 

While still too early give conclusive answer 
this question, recent paper two members the 
department staff appearing the American Journal 
Syphilis, Gonorrhea and Venereal Disease gives defi- 
nite indications that the law proving successful the 
accomplishment its original objective. 

For the period from 1938, the year before the law 
took effect, through 1945, infant deaths due syphilis 
California decreased from 28. With the increase 
the number births, the corresponding infant mor- 
tality rate for syphilis (per 1,000 live births) decreased 
from 0.50 1938 0.15 1945. 

When children under one year age are con- 
sidered, found that 163 congenital syphilis cases 
were reported the State Department 1938, while 
the figure for 1945 was 100. The lowest number cases 
was reported 1942 and 1943 (74 each year). The 
case rate this group dropped from 1.60 1938 
0.54 

The percentage mothers failing take tests 
important factor consideration the law. Data 
from birth certificates 1944 revealed that 1.7 percent 
mothers babies born alive had serologic test; 
0.7 percent had the test after delivery, and 15.8 percent 
had the test after the sixth month pregnancy. the 
period under study, September, 1939 through Decem- 
ber, 1945, the Division Laboratories, State Depart- 
meni Public Health, reported 1,001,372 prenatal 
blood tests performed and private labora- 
tories. this total number tests, 17,581 (1.8 per- 
cent) were positive doubtful.

Occupational Hazard New Potato 
Sprouting Process 


One agricultural worker died and five others re- 
ceived hospital care Bakersfield recently result 
overexposure ethylene-chlorhydrin, chemical 
used process which causes potatoes sprout 
rapidly. 

Information the toxic limit this substance has 
not yet been established, although the Bureau Adult 
Health, with other agencies, attempt- 
ing determine the concentrations which operators 
may exposed without injury. 

Although the use this chemical the potato 
sprouting process still the experimental stage, 
there reason believe that will come into greater 
prominence years come. The procedure which was 
use when the fatal case Bakersfield occurred con- 
sisted saturating empty potato sacks the chemical, 
wringing them out, and draping them over bags 
potatoes. All the sacks were then left room which 
was closed and locked and not reopened until the vege- 
tables absorbed the prescribed amount chemical. The 
greatest occupational danger this process occurred 
reentrance the room after this period. 


New methods for saturating the potatoes which 
would eliminate the danger human exposure the 
toxic chemical are being developed. Attempts are also 
being made discover the amount ventilation neces- 
sary after dosage before will safe for workers 
enter the chamber and remove the treated potatoes. 
Present experiments indicate that three four days 
continuous ventilation will necessary before 
margin safety achieved.

chinery company planning the building equipment 
for treating seed potatoes with the chemical the same 
time they are washed and sorted. The Bureau Adult 
Health actively engaged studying the problem 
the equipment will designed protect workers from 
this hazard.
